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| Rejects Campaign 


TOCCOA, Ga, (BP) — The Execu- 
tive Committee of tite Georgia Bap- 
tist Convention turned down a pro- 
posed $3 million fund campaign for 
Georgia Baptist coljeges and univer- 
sities and adopted a strong statement 
warning churches of the danger of 
starting private schools to avoid pub- 
lic school integration. 

Instead of the fund campaign, the 
committee recommended that the con- 
vention “reaffirm its’ confidence in 
and support of the capital improve- 
ments apd endowment program for 
providing assistance beyond operating 
expenses for the colleges.” 

Instead of starting private schools, 
the committee urged strong Baptist 
support for ‘‘sound and equal educa- 
tion for all our children.” 


; had passed to the 
EXecutive Committee a tion re- 
questing study of a possible $3 mil- 
lion fund campaign for Georgia Bap- 
list schools.-The motion came after 
heated debatef over Mercer Univer- 
sity’s decision to seek three federal 
grants despite three -convention 
votes in five years against such- use of 
government funds.

that a special fund-raising effort would

In a dinner meeting, former Min- 
nesota Governor Harold Stassen of 
Philadelphia told the group that the 
Baptist World Congress in Tokyo 
can be a vital factor for reconcilia- 
tion in a tension - filled world. 

Stassen said in a speech to the 
committee that the decade of the 
1970’s can be a@ decade of either con- 
frontation or reconciliation. 

“One of the forces for reconciliation 
will be the Baptist World Alliance and 
all the aspects of its work,” Stassen 
said. ‘“‘The Congress meeting in To- 
kyo right at the beginning of the de- 
cade can be a vital instrument for 
world harmony and peace in the 70’s.”” 

Theme for the congress is ‘“‘Recon- 
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agreed: “‘not to considers or support 
any program that would have an: ad- 
verse effect upon thé Cooperative 
Program and capital improvements 
program.”

The committee also pointed out 
more than $1@ million in capital and 
endowment funds had been proyided 
for the schools in the past 15 fears, 
over and above Cooperative Program 
allocations for operating expenses. 

The committee also appointed a spe- 
cial committee to recommend a new 
capital improdvements and endowment 
program, to begin about Jan. 1, 1971, 
when the current program is expected 
to be completed. 

In other action, the Georgia Bap- 
tist Executive Committee approved a 
Strong statement supporting “sound 
and ;equal public ‘pducation for all of 
our children,” and warning churches 
of the danger of starting private 


schools in church buildings to avoid - 


public school integration. 

The statement supporting | public 
school education warned that “should 
Baptist churches assume leadership 
in the establishment of private schools 
at this time, their Christian witness 
may be adversely affected in America 
and around the world.” 

Problems of accreditation, faculty, 
transportation, textbooks, congrega- 
tional fellowship, church tax-exemp- 
tion regulations and others were point- 
ed out to churches considering private 
Schools in their buildings.

Leader Urges More Information

MIAMI (@NS)—The general public 
should as much attention 
> odin of the men who head 
television networks as it now gives to 
other key officials in today’s society, 
Paul M. Stevens declared here. 


The director of the Radio dhd Tele- 
vision Commission of the Southern 
Baptist Convention urged this ap- 
proach to persons who are disturbed 
by current TV and radio program- 
ming. ; 


“Who are the officers of NBC? 
Where did they go to school? Who is 
in charge of production? These are 
the questions they ought to be ask- 
ing,”’ Mr. Stevens asked. , 

“People want to know everything 
about their mayor, their President, -or 
the teackers in their schools, but 
here’s some guy who controls what 
comes into their homes and molds 
their minds and they don’t even know 
who he is.” 

Mr. Stevens said that in his opinion 
most of the people Who run the in- 
dustry are, for the most part, civic- 
minded. : 

‘‘But,”’ he added, “‘the public ought 
to know who they are, what their 
training has _been, and what their 
ideas are so that we can understand 
them better and know how to let 
them understand us and what we 
want.”’ 

Mr. Stevens, who was in Miami to 
conduct a week-long series of lectures 
end discussions at Central Baptist 
church, explained the operations of 
the SBC commission which produces 
45 programs heard in 3,031 radio sta- 
tions and five TV programs carried 
by 270 stations. 

His favorites are ‘‘Master Control,” 
a soft modern-music and interview-

ceptance of the total religious pro- 

gram for service personnel.’’ 

At the present time there’ is pend- 
ing in the District Court of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia a case field by sev- 
en service academy students against 
compulsory chapel attendance. They 
allege that mandatory attendance at 
religious services violates the First 
Admendment prohibition. against an 
establishment of religion and inter- 
feres with their right to religious free- 
dom. -

~ 1964 statement said that it shared ‘“‘the

tained through compulsory worship.” 
However, it continued, ‘“‘We believe 
those objectives can best be achieved 
by disassociating them from worship 
and by giving such vital concerns a 
regular place in the training 
schedule.”’ 

Using even stronger language, the 
commission said, “It is our convic- 
tion that any requirement by the state 
of compulsory attendance at services 
of worship is contrary to the princi- 
ples of religious freedom.gnd the con- 


<o~stitutional .rights. of. the - individual 


citizen.” 

“Our religious history and experi- 
ence have amply demonstrated that 
voluntarism’ is an ‘essential element 
in the health and vitality of the reli- 
gious life of individuals, churches, and 
Synagogues,” the commission 
-continued. 

Denominational groups have been 
concerned about the problem of volun- 
tary religious participation in the mil- 
itary for a number of years. 

In 1966 the Executive Council of the 
Lutheran Church in America urged 
“complete freedom of choice in mat- 
ters of religious worship” at the four 
United States armed forces 
academies. 

The Lutherans continued, ‘‘We be- 
lieve the integrity of religion is viti- 
ated -by external compulsion and that 
enforced attendance is a disservice to 
religion and contrary to public in- 
terest.” 

C. Emanuel Carlson, executive di- 
rector of the Baptist Joint Committee 
on Public Affairs, in.his annual report 
in 1966 outlined “certain basic 
premises upon which cooperation be- 
tween the government and religious 


_ bodies of the U. S. can be main- 


tained” in the military services. 

A primary consideration, Carlson 
pointed out, is that “religion in the 
military must be in all respects a 
voluntary matter. Participation in the 
various opportunities and activities 
must be a discretionary matter with 
each individual serviceman,” he said.

CARBONDALE, Ill. (RNS)—A Bap- 
tist newspaper:here has launched a 
national survey on press freedom in 
the,-Southern Baptist Convention. 
(SBC). 


The study — believed to be the 
first in the denomination in its 125- 
year history — is being organized by 
Robert_J. Hastings, editor of the 
weekly Illinois Baptist. 


Questiofinaires have been sent to* 
state Baptist papers asking, “Is it 
generally understood that the editor 
of your state paper is wélcome to 
meetings of your Executive Board 
and its subcommittees, as well as to 
other committees andor boards in 
your state?’’ 


In an editorial explaining the pur- 
pose of the survey, Mr. Hastings not- 
ed that the press has generally been 
welcaime at board meetings. However, 
he said, the Arkansas Convention re- 
cently adopted a policy of allowing 
reporters only ‘‘on invitation’’—a pol- 


icy the editor finds ‘‘dubious.”

Great Crowds In India 
Hear Gospel Preached 


Beloved Friends: 


Another glorious week has passed. 
It was in Abmedabad, Northwest pert 
of India in the state of Gujaret, Vic- 
toriously marches our Redeemer. 

From hte first ser- 
vice the church 
building was packed. 
I arrived from a 
great week in Poona 
without knowing a 
person, then left with 
the well wishes of 
thousands. 

Met and presented 
the Chief Minister 
w.th Key to Mobile and a New Testa- 
ment. He listened attentively to my 
testimony. The press was present for 
the occasion plus missionary Paul 
Morris, my host, and three other 
church leaders. 


I was so burdened for these people 
that I spent Thursday. and Friday in 
a special fast and prayer. Every- 
where I went the Lord sent people and 
power. Preached in other places and 
people were saved. Some did not hes- 
itate to fall on their knees and weep 
over their sins. Loud speakers were 
rented in the vilages or other than 
the crusade center < 


Abmedabad has 1,500,000 popula- 
tion. In the welcome address I was in- 
formed that there’ were 60 mills and 
other industries. I do not know how 
many trusted Jesus as Saviour. There 
is no way of knowing because not 
everyone came forward to give us 
his address for follow <up. But many 
did. At Union Theological. Seminary 
six students were saved. 


On Saturday I saw the first original 
hippies! It was at a large Hindu 


Temple.’ They are the holy men, so_ 


called. Some had long hair, others 
short. Some wore clothes, some. 
didn’t. Some played cards and some 
sat solemnly waiting to be fed at the 
noon time, free, by the temple. Idols, 
gods, even God, they say, is worship- 
ped too. Your heart is broken as you 
visit elaborate Jain Temples to which 
higtily respected citizens come bow- 
ing down before the idols and bringing 
offerings to mute stone. 4

Arctic Institute To Fin: 
Wo 4. n Sear i. 
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WASHINGTON, D. C. (RNS) — The 
Arctic Institute of North America 
has agreed to help remove tons of ice 
covering an object on Mount Ararat 
which some believe to be reamins of 
Noah's Ark. 

Dr. Melvin G. Marcus of the geo- 
graphy department of the University 
of Michigan has been asked by the 
institute to serve as chief scientist of 


an excavation team that will begin 


work this Sémmer. 


Scientists are far from sure that 
Noah’s Ark has been located, but they 
are interested in the wooden object 
buried beneath a giacier on the peak 
in Eastern Turkey. 

Explorers have long searched for 
the Ark, which according to Genesis, 
came to rest “on the mountains of 
Ararat. “Two major questions are 
whether the modern Mount Ararat is 
the same as the range mentioned in the 
Bible ani whether the story of Noah 
and his Ark is literal history. 

The object of current interest was 
discovered in 1955 by Fernand Navar- 
ra, a Frenchman, He and members 
wf SPan - 


Mr. Navarra have been subjected to 
radio-active carbon tests by two uni- 
versities. Dates have been placed at 
about 600A. D., several thousand 
years after the latest possible date 
for Noah. 

But the work is going ahead since 
there is obviously something under 
the ice on a remote mountain. The 
wood specimen has been tentatively 
identified as white oak, not known to 
grow within 300 miles of the Ararat 
region.

Baptist Convention voted to ‘‘re-em- 
phasize the anti-ecumenical position’’ 
taken by the convention in 1964, re- 
ported a Southern Baptist mission- 
ory. F 7 


However, they defeated a motion 
_.which would haye barred .“‘solicited-or 
unsolicited appearances of the Cath- 
olic hierarchy at convention meet- 
ings," said Joe E. Tarry, press rep- 


resentative for the South Brazil Mis- 
sion. 


The context of the defeated motion 
included “‘the use of Catholic proper- 
ties for dormitories during conven- 
tions and retreats,’ and this was ‘‘the 
weightier matter in its failure,"’ Tar- 
ry said. 


With the enrollment of 64 new 
churches in 1969 the convention had 
2,226 churches with about 320,000 
members. They were represented by 
1,423 messengers at the meeting, 
which was held in Salvador, Bahia, for 
one weex in January. 


Rubens Lopes was elected president 
of the convention for the 13th time in 
2 years. Lopes is the Baptist pastor

lic parks of Salvador. On Sunday aft- 
ernoon about 3,500 Baptists marched 
in a downtown parade. 

On “mission night" of the meeting

sionaries were under assignment in 
Rag orking with 13 churches, 
ni &, a theological seminary 


and a Bible Institute. Four mission- 


aries were working in Paraguay with 


three churches, a Bible institute and 
three primary schools. 

Baptists from Brazil have long 
been active in Portugal. One, Antonio 
Mauricio, has completed 50 years as 
a missionary there. 

The Brazilian Baptist Home Mission 
Board, with 152 full-time and 30 part- 
time appointees, operated 54 schools 
with 6,787 students and two Bible in- 
stitutes with «34 students last year. 
The home board also cared for 8 
children in two orphanages and treat- 
“ee 11,177 persons in’ outpatient‘ clin- 
cs. 

Money channeled through the Bra- 
zilian Baptist Cooperative Program 
supported 48 per cent of the conven- 
tion’s work last year, while funds 
from Southern Baptists through their 
Cooperative Program took care of 52 
per cept.
